When we read the story of the Passion and Death of Our 
Saviour we become horrified at the demon-like cruelty of the 
fanatics who clamored for and dealt out death to the God-man. 

But have people changed during the centuries? Are 
people of this day, and of our own country, more tolerant, 
more full of charity and forgiveness? 

Let us suppose that : Catholic priest invaded the state 
of Georgia or Alabama, and publicly upbraided the Baptists 
or Methodists, who predominate and practically control re- 
ligious sentiment in those states. Let us imagine this priest 
calling the preachers “hypocrites,” “whited sepulchres,” ex- 
coriating the multitude, and insisting on them believing in 
the Catholic Church under pain of damnation. What, think 
you; would happen? An armed ris%b would lay hold of him, 
take the law in its own hands, as ‘» before Pilate did, 
and, without waiting for a tria!, wou! ily lynch him or 
shoot him. They would do this with the full approbation of 
the populace, and the preachers would gleefully applaud the 
execution. 

Is this case overdrawn? What about the Alabama 
preacher who murdered a priest merely because he acted as 
a witness at his daughter’s marriage? The daughter had al- 
ready been a Catholic. What about the jury exonerating that 
preacher after a mock trial, at which neither of the wedded 
couple was allowed to take the witness stand” Pilate at least 
tried to have justice done, and had he been judge at a jury 
trial, he would have instructed the jury rightly.
